A proposed policy for the city of 
Placentia, that could be used as a 
oe prevent information 

reaching the public, was 
scheduled for consideration Tues- 
day night by the Placentia City 
Council. 
_ The order closely follows the 
rescinding of a City Hall practice 
that put a price tag of $1 a page on 
copies made of any public 
documents or other materials sought 
by individuals. 

The $1 a page charge was voted 
down to ten cents a copy by city 
council in June. The procedure 
followed an amendment of the law 
by the legislature in Sacramento, 


making it mandatory that such a 
copying charge not be more than ten 
cents a page. The city had been in 


‘violation of this amendment since 


January, 1976. 

A newly proposed policy could 
make it possible for the press or an 
individual to be charged an hourly 
rate of $10 for ‘‘research’’. The 
policy would be controlled by heads 
of departments from whom the 
information is sought. 

Applicants for information could 
appeal to City Administrator Edwin 
Powell, thus giving him the final say 
so on how the policy would be 
administered. 

The proposed document leaves no 


official. The 


pracice apparently © 
would be controlled by paid staff © 


members who are not subject to the 


public’s right to recall or turn down 
at election time. 
The document also follows 


inquiries made by The Placentia 
Courier as to individuals employed 
by the city of Placentia their 
classifications and their wages. Also 
requested was information as to the 
number of vehicles owned by 
taxpayers and in possession of the 
city. 

Both items fall in the category of 
the public’s right to know. The 


Courier was later advised to put the 
request in writing. The newspaper 
has been told that doing its own 
research is not feasible because 
‘‘confidential information’’ is in- 
cluded with the items sought on 
employees and wages. 

The policy proposed for perusal by 
the city council Tuesday night 
outlines that ‘‘this is not intended to 
apply to routine requests for 
information, copies of documents or 
reports which are readily avail- 
able.’’ (No specific 
named).

In a convivial atmosphere, a 
roomful of Orange County mayors 
and other illustrious VIPs, gathered 
together Thursday to exchange 
pleasantries, dedicate a brand new 
ten-story hotel and bury a few time 
capsules. 

The time capsules, enveloping a 
variety of objects from city budgets 
to keys to the city and a one cent 
piece will be unearthed in 100 years. 

Unearthed is not quite the proper 
term. Devaulted is a little closer. A 
last minute change in plans moved 
the final time capsule ceremony 
from a hole in the ground to a vault in 
the United California Bank on 
McArthur Boulevard in Newport, 
Beach. California’s unpredictable, 
eathquake-nervous terra firma was 
given as the reason. 

Attending the ceremony was 
nattily dressed Placentia Mayor 
George De Jesus with his city’s 
Bicentennial capsule in hand. 
Contained in Placentia’s American 
Flag decorated capsule are a copy of 
the current budget, the dedication 
booklet from the December 14, 1974 
dedication of the city’s new Civic 
Center. 

Other items include a Bicenten- 
nial Medal; a Parks and Recreation 
brochure; a program from the 
dedication of the Veterans Memorial 
Fountain given to the city by the late 
Edward Backs and Mrs. Angeline 
Kraemer Backs and an All American 
City button. 

Also included were two front 
pages of Placentia Couriers. Those

Norman Traub, taking over for City 
Attorney Charles Post Ill, failed to 
bind up a number of loose ends 
brought forth in the testimony.

Attorney Swanson in crossexam- 
ination of Traub queried: ‘‘And what 
did you consider to be the 
appropriate time?’’ ‘‘I’m not sure 
when the appropriate time would 
be,’’ Traub answered. 

Traub continued: ‘‘I asked Mr. 
Cason on a previous hearing ‘Did 
you not attempt to smear my 
reputation and would you expect me 


carrying the top sheets of all Orange 
County newspapers. 

The ceremony, which dedicated 
the Registry Hotel across the street 
from the Orange county Airport, was

However, references were made to 
the number of personal phone calls 
received by Sgt. Cason at work and 
the fact that the phone calls from 
several telephones are recorded on 
the police ten-track tape device.

Yorba Linda School 
Annexation Dead? 


The possibility of consolidating the 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District with the Placentia Unified 
School District, under discussion for 
several months, seems at last to be 
dead. 

Part of the problem, YLSD board 
members admitted at their meeting 
Thursday night, was their own lack 
of zeal in pursuing the proposition. 

“It’s your initiative ‘‘PUSD board 
member John Balducci told the 
board. ‘‘We’re there to respond, but 
we don’t hear anything. 

‘‘We’ve had only three letters in 
two years. If you want something, 
you’ve got to work for it.’’ 

Another part of the problem is 
that, although annexation would 
entail no cost to YLSD, such would 
not be the case for PUSD and 
the Fullerton Union High School 
District. Yet, even that might not 
pose an insurmountable barrier. 

‘‘We’re going to have to do the 
same job, whether we’re three 


districts or one,’’ said Balducci. 
“It'll cost the same amount either 
way, give or take a _ few 
administrators.”’ 

A further obstacle was posed by 
public indifference. 

‘I find no great interest out there 
in that community for annexation,”’ 
said Board President Paul R. 
Armstrong, ‘‘although I personally 
feel it’s the best thing for Yorba 
Linda and for Placentia.’’ 

Board Clerk Shirley Guardia 
agreed. ‘‘Without some show of 
interest on the part of the pubiic,”’ 
she said, ‘‘I just don’t have the 
incentive to work for it.”’ 

Finally the board voted to send the 
other districts a letter saying that 
unless somebody had a new idea, 
YLSD would no longer be interested 
in annexation. 

‘‘A waste of time,’’ Balducci 
offered. ‘‘If you’ve got an idea, 
let’s hear it. But we don’t have 
anything new.”’

The charges, involving incidents 
related to Diamond’s work on the 
police force here, have been reduced 


Cason Decision Due Wednesday 


The intensity of the city’s side of 
the proceedings had become evident 
in the number of incidents recalled 
in testimony, the manner of 
presentation and the tone of Traub’s 
summation. 

Brought up and not totally 
clarified during Wednesday and 
Thursday nights proceedings were 
references to a bank robbery and a 
rape. 

Accusations were made by Police 
Lt. Walter Pichon that Sgt. Cason 
had allegedly received ‘‘bank 
statements and cancelled checks’’ 
which might have been pertinent to 
a bank robbery two days before of 
the United California Bank at Rose 
Drive and Yorba Linda Boulevard, 
Placentia. 


Pichon testified that Cason 
‘threw them away.’’ However, no 
proof was produced that the 


materials existed and teenagers who 
had reportedly brought them to the 
police station were not called on to 
testify.

explained nor why in a police 
department reported in testimony to 
be ‘‘run by the book’’, Chief Traub 
was not notified of the event until, he 
testified, eight months later. 

A second complicated incident 
related during the testimony 
involved two young Anaheim 
women who reportedly had come to 
the La Jolla section of Placentia in 
search of narcotics. 

During their search, they became 
involved with ‘‘individuals’’. In 
ensuing events one of the women 
had allegedly been assaulted by one 
of the individuals she had 
accompanied. The call to the police 
station was made by the other 
woman, a 14-year-old girl, who was 
later taken into protective custody. 

Lt. Pichon reported that Sgt. 
Cason had failed to note the alleged 
rape on the police log. ‘‘I sent out an 
officer immediately to take the rape 
report even though it was two blocks 
out of the city limits,’’ Pichon noted. 

Nothing was mentioned in the 
testimony about the two women’s 
original search for narcotics and the 
results. 

Other allegations against Cason 
included that he had permitted two 
Reserve Officers to occupy a police 
car, rather than a sworn officer and a 
reserve; that he made and received 
personal telephone calls at the 
station; that he had flunked a 
supervisor’s school; had allowed an 
employee to take time off and told 
dirty jokes. 

‘‘Since we have given Sgt. Cason 
every opportunity to do his job in a 
professional manner,’’ Lt. Pichon 
testified, ‘‘time and time again he 
makes mistakes and he’ll always be 
in trouble. To retain him would be a 
detriment to the department. So I 
recommended terminatioh.”’ 

Cason, however, was not 
terminated but was demoted 
following a six hour Skelly hearing 
conducted by the police department, 
it was reported. The actual charges 
against Cason resulted from three 
incidents involving two young 
officers, John Diamond and Steve 
Van Etten. 

A demotion reportedly was based 
on the allegations that Cason had 
failed to pass on information from 
Van Etten involving skid marks, a 
contested traffic ticket for running a 
stop sign and an alleged false report 
that five persons were inside their 
car when they were outside. A third 
charge against Cason is for 
incompetency. 

A marked contrast in summations 
at the hearing showed Traub 


emphasizing the breaking of the law 
and Swanson stressing individuals. 

‘‘Cason’s dereliction of duty 
brought great embarrassment to the 
city as it became known that he had

subordinate without investigating or 
reporting the incidents alleged,’’ 
Traub read. 

“The matters may never have 
come to light except for the 
dedication of a young police officer 
who couldn’t sleep at night knowing 
that we had an officer on the 
department who acted as Diamond 
had acted,’’ Traub continued. 

‘*He (Van Etten) was revolted by 
what happened. He had the courage 
and sense of justice to report to 
higher authority on the third 
incident after having reported two 
previous incidents to Sgt. Caston. 


He had to take Cason into Lt. 
Pichon’s office to report that 
Diamond had _ prepared false 


evidence.’”” 

Traub also contended that Cason 
has been ‘‘an inferior supervisor for 
a substantial period of time.”’ 

‘‘He resented being rotated out of 
the detective bureau even though he 
knew at the time and still knows that 
every position in the department 
rotates in order to broaden every 
officer’s experience.”’ 

Traub in conclusion of his 13-page 
summation asked the board to 
consider ‘‘whether you would want 
Eugene Cason as a supervisor in 
your own organizations...”’ 

Swanson, speaking on behalf of 
Cason stated: ‘‘There is one 
common thread. The testimony of 
every person here was that Sgt. 
Cason was able to relate to his men. 
It is just as much a responsibility of 
the system to look at every person, to 
determine how they can fit, how they 
can serve the police department of 
the city,’’ Swanson contended. 

‘I suggest that you look behind 
what happened when that was done 
and you see not a fair evaluation of 
Sgt. Cason in demoting him to 
patrolman but you see an aligning of 
a particular group of people to get 
rid of him. 

‘And I am not attempting to say 
that Gene Cason is anything but 
Gene Cason and will ever be 
anything but Gene Cason and I also 
maintain that Gene Cason as a 
sergearit, as a watch commander is 
competent and has a great dea! that 
he can offer to the citizens of this 
city.””

stated there were none. 

A second incident a week later on 
July 17 placed the two young officers 
at the corner of Tuffree Boulevard 
and Bastanchury Road where Van 
Etten reportedly saw a motorist 
violate a stop sign but Diamond 
issued the ticket. 

The final infraction on the next 
night, which Van Etten testified 
caused him to lose a night’s sleep, 
was Diamond’s statement that he 
would report persons involved in a 
search of a car carrying a loaded rifle 
were inside the car rather than 
outside. 

The backlash of the charges 
caught Cason when it was alleged 
that he did not move fast enough in 
advancing Van Etten’s reports of 
discrepancies to Pichon. 

Lt. James Robertson, in charge of 
the Diamond investigation for the 
police department, said last week 
that the felony charges were 
dropped against Diamond when a 
representative from the district 
attorney’s office brought informa- 
tion to court that Government Code 


Section 6204, passed last January 
took precedence over the General 
Penal Code under which Diamond 
originally had been charged. This 
dropped the severity of the charges 
from felonies to misdemeanors. 


Previous attempts to hold 
preliminary hearings in the 
Diamond case were thwarted when 
Officer Van Etten, with the Placentia 
Police Department only 11 months, 
was reportedly on vacation both 
‘times. The vacations were explained 
by Police Chief Norman Traub as 
accumulations of overtime. 


The misdemeanor charges a- 
gainst Diamond, who is a seven year 


police veteran with another 
department, do not require a 
preliminary hearing, Robertson 


explained, but will be tried in North 
Orange County Municipal Court ‘‘in 
three or four weeks.”’

Cason completed testimony Thurs- 
day night with a decision anticipated 
Wednesday, September 22, Chair- 
man of the Personnel Appeals Board 
Art Winney announced.

Sant of Orange outlined that the 
property is roughly 140 feet from the 
railroad and that a number of 
construction features will be used to 
cut down noise problems.

First, 
because of the noise and vibrations 
in the fourplex units, you are going 
to have a high frequency of 
transferring. People are not going to 
stay with this noise. 

“‘And they are going to bring a 
bunch of kids. A railroad track is a 
curiosity for a kid.”’ , 

Commissioner Richard Cuevas’ 
opinion was that anytime you have a 
situation like this ‘‘the buyer should 
beware. If you don’t like it, you don’t 
buy it. I think it’s a good change.”’ 

The second property involves over 
nine acres, also foreordained for 
fourplexes. The acreage lies south of 
Santa Fe Street and east of the 57 
Freeway. 

Staff members, making the 
presentation to commissioners said 
they believe the county level of noise 
acceptability can be met with a 
fourplex development but plans 
were sent back to the developer for 
revision because they lacked clarity. 

There are certain levels of 
acceptability to noise, assistant 
planner Barry Hogan outlined. ‘‘! 
probably wouldn’t live there. I’m 
very sensitive to noise.’’

A sophisticated new communica- 
tions system, which ‘monitors calls 
for Placentia fire and paramedic 
services, was unveiled last week to 
the public in a Thursday Open 
House. 

The Placentia number to call for 
either service is 528-2101. 

A later innovation to be added to 
the system will be individual belts 
that local paramedics and special 
fire fighters can wear that will keep 
them in touch with dispatchers at the 
communications center when per- 
sonnel are not in proximity to a 
telephone. 

The center, with an $80,000 price 
tag, is the product of the California 
Division of Forestry and the Orange 
County Fire Department, which 
services Placentia and Yorba Linda. 
The Emergency Command Center is 
located. at 180 Water Street in the 
city of Orange. 

Ten years ago the départment 
responded to just under 4,000 calls. 
This year to date the number has 
been increased to 11,200 incidents 
with projections of 17,000 total for 
the year. 

“With the rapid growth of Orange

County and the increased demands 
for fire and rescue services, it was 
necessary to upgrade the communi- 
cations in order to better serve the 
public, Donald Holt (no relation to 
the Placentia Councilman) ex- 
plained at the Open House. 

The center is servicing 33 Orange 
County stations, including eight 
paramedic units. The radio consoles 
within the center have the capability 
of transmitting and receiving on 11 
frequencies which provide direct 
communication with all city fire 
departments in the county, all police 
and law enforcement agencies and 
the adjoining counties of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside 
and San Diego. 

The Center also monitors an 
additional 20 frequencies, in its 
position as area coordinator for the 
California Office of Emergency 
Services, to be operational in case of 
emergency incidents. 

The headquarters is staffed with 
one battalion chief, three captains, 
four radio dispatcher leadworkers, 
seven radio dispatchers and two 
map draftpersons, the center 
reports.

State law requires that all 
youngsters, _except those 
where religious’ or moral 
conflict would exist, be 
immunized against most of 
these diseases plus tetanus, 
prior to entering school.

Nestande Talks on The Record 


‘‘What higher crime is 
there, as far as I’m 
concerned, than a dishonest 
politician,’ Assemblyman 
Bruce Nestande told lunch- 
eon guests last week at the 
Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, held at 
the Alta Vista Country 
Club. 

Nestande, who is running 
for re-election on _ the 
Republican ticket is the 
incumbent in the state 
assembly for the 70th 
district which encompasses 
Placentia and Yorba Linda. 

Hitting on several prime 
topics in his talk, Nestande 
also listed education as the 
top priority for the state 
government. 

“If I were in federal 
Congress I wouldn’t feel 
that way,’’ the Assembly- 
man explained. ‘‘There are 
issues that are different in 
our federal system. You 
have the responsibility for 
national defense and other 
problems.”’ 

Nestande also had a good 
word for the _ state’s 
Democratic governor, Jerry 
Brown. ‘‘The governor is 
making people prove the 
worthiness of what they 
want before he is going to 
increase spending. And I 
think it is about time that 
happens. 

‘‘Government in too long 
a time has not sat back and 
reviewed what is going on 
and what has gone on in the 
past to see if that is worthy 
of being considered for 
continuation or not. We 
keep on adding. We never 
sit back and ask the hard 
question of whether or not 
that is working. Is_ that 
agency fulfilling the respon- 
sibility it was created to 
perform. 

“Is it now obsolete? How 
should it be updated? These 
questions aren’t asked. I’m 
telling you. It’s wrong | 
think. These questions have 
to be asked. 

‘*Why did New York City 
go broke? They passed 
legislation, passed laws, 
passed this, passed that but 
they weren’t thinking ten 
years down the road as to 
who’s going to pay those

stick the corporations. But 
the corporation doesn’t 
have a bottomless well 
anymore than you and I 
have. Therefore their costs 
have got to go into the cost 
of the product. 

‘*We must recognize that 
there is only so much money 
that you ‘can allot to 
government. We can 
destroy the system if we get 
to the point where govern- 
ment is simply taking too 
much out of it.’’ | 

Discussing the pitfalls of 
appointed commissions 
who have been handed 
authority, Nestande stated 
strongly: ‘‘I don’t believe in 
that type of government. I 
believe in representative 
government and not ar- 
bitrary power going to 
appointed commissioners. 

“You can’t hold that 
group then accountable. 
Who then do you go to when 
they aren’t making the 
decisions you feel they 
ought to be making? How 
can the community react the 
way you can react when 
elected officials are making 
decisions? They can put 
them out of office. They 
have recalls. When com- 
missioners are there you 
cannot get a handle on 
them. 

‘‘That’s our power over 
our government. I want the 
power entrusted to elected 
officials.”’ 

The assemblyman also 
recounted his experience on 
the state’s ways and means 
committee: ‘‘You cannot 
believe people coming to 
you and laying on you the 
burden that unless you 
finance their program, the 
world is absolutely going to 
come to a halt. Everybody 
has a_ meritorious  pro- 
gram.”’ 

Nestande also discussed 
mandatory prison. sen-

tences for certain serious 
crimes. These would in- 
clude a felony committed 
with a gun and penalties for 
heroin pushers. 

In connection with this, 
the assemblyman also 
advocates determinite sen- 
tencing. When a certain 
crime is committed there 
will be a known penalty for 
it. ‘“‘It’s a very math- 
ematical thing,’’ he ex- 
plained. A second crime 
would have an additional 
penalty. He reported that 
the concept is ‘‘supported 
overwhelmingly by law 
enforcement.’’
